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A Moment in GARS History 


(GARS Historian Harry Holmes, K4HJH, recently had a QSO with one of GARS founding fathers, Bob 
Busch, WD4BKD. Here is an excerpt from their conversation). 


June 17, 2001 1745 UTC 14.240 

“CQ CQ CQ This is Special Event Station Whiskey 4 Alfa, celebrating the 25th Anniversary of the Gwin- 
nett Amateur Radio Society and Amateur Radio Appreciation Week in Gwinnett County Georgia... calling 
CQ 20 meters and standing by” 


“Whiskey 4 Alpha this is Whiskey Delta 4(QSB)” 
“Whiskey Delta 4, question mark, this is Whiskey 4 Alpha... please come back with your suffix” 
“Bravo Kilo Delta, QSL?” 


“Roger, Roger...Whiskey Delta 4 Bravo Kilo Delta, you are 4 by 4 name here is Harry, QTH is Lilburn 
Georgia, over.” 


“QSL, Whiskey 4 Alpha, you are also 4 by 4, name here is Bob, QTH is New Jersey, I am one of the origi 
nal GARS members, over.” 


“Fine Business Bob, great to have you check in to our Special Event.” 


Thus began an exciting QSO followed by several email communications. After three nights of attempting a 
schedule on 40 and 20 meters, contact was made on 14.270 for a 20 minute QSO between K4HJH and 
WD4BKD. This was followed by more emails birthing a new friendship thru Ham Radio. What a hobby!! 


July 12, 2001 2325 UTC 

Land line call WD4BKD to K4HJH. Nice conversation highlighted by plans for a monthly schedule on 
14.270 the fourth Thursday of each month beginning July 26. Bob also had a chance to talk with Susan 
AF4FO our distinguished President. 


”Bob” is Robert Busch, who moved north quite some time ago. He is interested in renewing his GARS 
membership and possibly visiting us in the fall. 


Bob has related some interesting things about the early years of GARS. Some of these I hope to share with 
you in future issues of the GARZETTE. I am sure he will give me more items of interest during future 
QSOs. 


Bob is the only log entry I had for the Special Event. I went QRT after our QSO... believing that this was a 
very special contact that somehow was all I was to have that session. Anyhow...I was so excited I couldn’t 
remember my name much less my call.

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On The Air with 
Barry Zoll, N1TOQ

This months on the air article features Barry 
Zoll, N1TOQ. Barry was born in Salem, Massachu- 
setts, and graduated from Salem High School. He 
had his own business, which was a boat dealership, 
and he now works for Honda where he has worked 
for 12 years. 


He has always been interested in radios, and 
in 1987, someone in a yellow Corvette who pulled 
into his bug dealership had a “strange license plate”, 
so Barry asked him about it. It turns out that the 
"strange license plate” is a ham tag. That was one of 
his first introductions to ham radio. Later, Barry was 
enrolled in a technician class but had to drop out be- 
cause the time of the class didn’t work out with his 
schedule. So, he ended up using books to study for 
his technician exam instead. He took his first test in 
Rochester, New Hampshire and had to wait over an 
hour to take the test. He passed the test and became a 
ham at age 33, in November of 1994. Four weeks 


later, his ticket came in the mail, and, he bought his 
first radio, anIcom T21A. When it was time to learn 
code, he used a MFJ code tutor, cassette tapes, and a 
computer program to study. Johnny Fearon, W4WKP 
pushed him to upgrade, so, he went to technician with 
morse code, and is now a general. 


Barry’s first contact was to NIORC, Arthur, 
who had a very distinctive voice and was on every re- 
peater in Boston. Barry was working in Miami, when 
he talked to Arthur, who happened to be vacationing 
there at the same time. Barry’s favorite part of ama- 
teur radio is the people he gets to meet and talk to, 
and he likes the way everyone cares about and is 
there for everyone else when people are in need. For 
example, there is always someone there when you 
need help putting up an antenna. Barry likes GARS 
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place to keep their spirits up and hear their thoughts 
and feelings. One of the most fun things Barry has 
done in amateur radio occurred around the fourth of 
July, when Barry was living up north, and his friend 
was out on his boat. His friend had GPS on the boat 
and Barry called him via radio to see where he was. 
Barry requested his coordinates. Then, Barry plugged 
the coordinates into his GPS and followed the instruc- 
tions it gave him on how to get to his friend. When 
he finished the course, he looked up, and there was 
his friend, and they were in contact via radio the 
whole time. Barry visited W1AW once, because 
when he was new to the hobby, he drove by it regu- 
larly. He went in and looked around but wasn’t sure 
what was going on. He doesn’t remember much 
about it, and would like to go there again some day. 


Barry’s main and current rigs consist of a 
Yaesu FT8100, an Alinco DX70, and a Kenwood 
TS450. He also has assorted handhelds, etc. The 
bands Barry works are VHF, UHF, and 20 meter, mo- 
bile HF. Although he does more listening than talk- 
ing on HF, his favorite bands on HF are 40, 17, and 
20 meters. 


Barry is married to Susan, who is not really 
interested in ham radio, but is “coming around.” He 
is blessed with 10 year old Hannah and 6 year old St 
erra. Hannah is very interested in amateur radio and 
is studying for her test. Sierra, although still a bit 
young is interested and does like to talk. 


Barry’s advice to new hams is as follows. Get 
involved in a club and activities, because unlike other 
hobbies, there don't seem to be any barriers or preju- 
dices.

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What | Did On My Summer Vacation

At first glance it looked like a multi element Yagi with the left side of the first two directors hanging to one 
side. Both vertical and horizontal VHF antennas were mounted on the same mast and a vertical HF antenna 
was pecking over the edge of the roof. It wasn’t the kind of thing you’d expect to see on an imposing gov- 
ernment granite building on the mall in Washington, DC, but there it was on the Smithsonian’s Museum of 
American History. There had to be a ham station somewhere inside. 


The gray haired lady at the information desk probably gets a thousand questions a day but she acted like 
“ham radio” and “amateur radio” were foreign terms. There was, she said, a radio station in the basement, 
on the west side, somewhere in the Information Age exhibit. 


Down the hall to the west wing, past the ADA exhibit and the Greenville lunch counter, just to the left of a 
statue of a topless George Washington (boy is that weird) is the escalator to the basement. The escalator 
empties in front of the Information Age exhibit. From there it was through the entrance, down a winding 
hall, around corners, up and down ramps past old telephones, a ship board wireless set (inoperable), old 
computers, old record players, old TVs, a mock up of a NASA command center, and countless other old 
things - until finally, just around the corner from the exit, was an amateur radio station — unmanned. 


Behind a chest high counter, on eight shelves, locked behind Plexiglas sat a station to be proud of. Old and 
new HF rigs, VHF rigs, tuners, bugs, mikes, dummy loads and a host of test equipment sat idle. A com- 
puter monitor, sitting on the counter, showed a map of the earth and traced the path of the International 
Space Station but even this was locked behind a huge sheet of Plexiglas that extended from the counter top 
to the ceiling. A notice on the wall proclaimed that this was Amateur Radio Station NN3SI and it was op- 
erational between 10:00 AM and 3:00 PM each day. It was 4:30. 


The sign also said that guest operators were welcome. Just call 202-357-1840 to make arrangements and 
bring a copy of your license. I called. No answer. 


The rest of the day was downhill. There was still a lot to see but most of it was “look, don’t touch” stuff 
and the nostalgic appeal is lost on those who aren’t already familiar with object of the exhibit. One plow 
looks pretty much like another and what’s so rare about a ’°51 GMC pick up truck? Ham radio? That’s dif- 
ferent. 


I finally got an answer about 9 the next morning. Yes, there was to be a volunteer operator at the station 
that day, but one is supposed to call a day or two in advance to be sure it was OK to stop by. There weren’t 
any other guest operators scheduled, though, so maybe the station operator would be willing to work me in. 
This bureaucrat obviously didn’t know much about hams. 


We got off the Metro at the Smithsonian exit, walked past the “Castle”, across the mall to the Museum of 
American History, down the hall, past the half naked George Washington (he’s an innie), down the escala- 
tor and into the exhibit through the exit door. One turn to the right and there it was. The Plexiglas had dis- 
appeared and Paul Gates, KD4JF, was ending a QSO with a buddy in Chattanooga. Surprisingly, there 
wasn’t a crowd around this, the most interesting exhibit in the building and there wasn’t a guest operator at 
the mike!

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The Internet Radio Linking Project

I was listening to 2 meters one evening and I heard a strange callsign it was a Canadian station I 
thought he was visiting Atlanta but he was in Thunder Bay Canada !!! 
DX on 2 meters I thought, I was very curious as to what was happening so I picked up the mic and threw 
out my callsign and asked what was going on. A station came back to me (I was so amazed I forgot the 
other guys call) and said that the repeaters were linked via the Internet Repeater Linking Project and sent 
me to the websight for more info. 


I was automatically hooked wow DX via 2 meters. So I checked out the sight at www.irlp.net and 
learned all about the system. It is a system that takes audio from one repeater, transfers it to a digital packet 
sends it over the Internet then brings it back to analog and transmits it on the other repeater output. The 
idea came from the Internet phone concept. There are about 120 nodes throughout the world and there are 
two repeaters capable of linking to the system here in Atlanta the W4DOC 146.82- repeater has access for 
members to bring up the system but you can talk if the system is up member or not, and the 146.775- 
N4NEQ machine in Marietta is almost always up that’s where I found the system. 


I have made many contacts to Montana, California, Nevada, Florida All over Canada, Australia and 
many more it seems to be catching on. I have also heard allot of Extra class operators on the system so 


even the big boys like the new toy.
